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REGULATIONS OF THE COMMITTEE OF 
MANAGEMENT.

I -—All orders whatever for the government and regulation of the 
Academy emanate from the Committee of Management, 
whose decisions are delivered, through their Chairman, to the 
different officers of the establishment. 


II.—All branches of Music are taught in the Academy; and 
Students may choose any one of these for their principal 
study. Should the branch for which a male Student enters be 
Composition, Organ, Pianoforte, or Harp, he may be required 
to learn, in addition, any orchestral instrumént the Com- 
mittee may choose for him. 





All Students are required to learn Ef pony and Pianoforte;

If the branch for which a Student enters be Singing, he or 
she is required to attend the Elocution Class.

111.—The year is divided into three Terms:—In 1887-8, the 
Michaelmas and Lent Terms of thirteen weeks each, and the 
Easter Term of twelve-and-a-half weeks; the Michaelmas 
Term commences on the third Monday in September, the 
Lent Term on the third Monday in January, and the 
Easter Term on the last Monday in April. There are 
vacations of four weeks at Christmas, of two weeks at Easter, 
and in 1888 of eight-and-a-half weeks at the close of the 
Easter Term.

XIT.—Any infringement or violation gf the Regulations, or any 
discreditable or improper conduct, ill subject the Student, 
at the discretion of the Committee, to dismissal from the 
Institution. 


XIII.—On leaving the Academy, or during the Term next after 
leaving, Students may undergo an examination. If the 
examination prove satisfactory, they will receive a Certifi- 
cate of their qualification. Pupils who have not studied 
for morc than a year in the Academy shall not be considered 
eligible for this Examination, Applications on this subject 
cannot be received later than the next Term after a pupil 
leaves the Institution.
